STRIKING RAILROAD MEN 


Five Hundred Wabash Employes at. 
Moberly, Mo. 
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Meetings Held and Committees Appointed to Confer 
With Officials—They Want Their Last Monty's Wages. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Moser.y, Mo., May 29.—A big strike is apparent 
here among the 500 workmen, laborers and yard 
men in the employment of the Wabash Road. They 
are dissatisfied because of the failure to receive 
their last month's wages, and threaten to strike this 
afternoon unless they are insured pay at once. 
Small business houses which bave been crediting 
these men for groceries during the past six weeks, 
have now from $1,200 to $1,500 on their books, and 
will be compelled to refuse further credit unti] the 
present bills are paid. As most of the shop men de- 
pend on their monthly earnings for subsistence, and 

HAVE NOT A DOLLAR 

to pay these bills, they will be refused credit. This 
state of affairs led to the holding of a meeting last 
night of the shop men, at which committees were 
appointed in the different departments to confer 
with the Wabash officials and demand that they be 
paid their wages by 12 o'clock to-morrow ora gen- 
eral strike would take place. 

Later—The men are holding another meeting at 1 
o'clock to-day, and it is believed they will quit work 
some time during the afternoon and 
be joined by the yard men and round 
house employes, numbering in all over a half thou- 
sand men. There is no other topic of conversation 
here. Should the strike occur it will result disas- 
trously to Moberly, as the town derives its prihcipal 
revenue from the railroad, fully $75,000 being dis- 
bursed here monthly.

May 29.—A quiet sensation 
was caused here to-day by the announcement that 
the Post Office Department has taken charge of the 
accounts of Col. J. O. P. Burnside, disbugsing agent 
of the department, who is said to have been badly 
mixed up with the affairs of Levis, the missing oil 
owner. Léviswas a sort of diamond edition of 
Ward, and after having roped in a large number of 
Government clerks on oil speculations, disappeared 
with the swag. Burnside, it is said, was a heavy 
operator with him, and rumor says to-day that he 
had risked $20,000 or more of Government funds in 
this way,and is short in his accounts to that amount. 
This, however, is not confirmed in detail, though the 
fact that the department has taken charge of his ac- 
counts lends color to the report. Meantime Levis is 
still missing and with him many thousand dollars 
intrusted to him by Government clerks and officials. 
A warrant is out for Burnside’s arrest. He is 
charged with the embezzlement of $45,000.
